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COVER STORY 


ON EXHIBIT IN OUR LOBBY: 


This week we have on display 
several photos made from Skylab 
using Cameras manufactured by the 
Itek Corporation of Lexington. Our 
new cover is, of course, an example 
of this work and shows Cape Cod 
and the Islands. 

One of the missions of the NASA 
Skylab program, which was success- 
fully concluded in 1974, was to 
space-test the technology of study- 
ing earth’s resources from a satellite 
in orbit 270 miles above the ground. 
Aboard Skylab, a six-lens Itek cam- 
era exposed miles of film and cov- 
ered approximately ten percent of 
the earth’s surface. Each lens was 
equipped with its own filters and 
film supply, so that each looked ata 
particular range of the spectrum. 
One filter/film combination was set 
for full color; a second was for 


infrared-sensitive film; each of the 
other four examined a different nar- 
row section of the visible-light and 
infrared spectrum. Everything has 
its own characteristic way of reflect- 
ing light — its own “‘special finger- 
print’’ — and by examining specially 
filtered photographs of the earth’s 
surface it is possible to identify 
otherwise hidden resources and 
phenomena because of the way 
they absorb and reflect certain wave 
lengths of light. Photographs taken 
with the Itek camera will be studied 
by scientists around the world over 
the next few years. The scientists 
will be hinting for the tell-tale 
fingerprints of underground miner- 
als and oil, subsurface water, dis- 
eased or damaged crops and 
forests, water and air pollution,

BACKSTAGE CREW STRIKES SATURDAY NIGHT 


Every week promptly as the curtain goes down on the final performance 
Saturday night, members of the Cape Playhouse technical staff strike. How- 
ever, lest you get alarmed at the word “strike” and its possible consequen- 
ces, we hasten to assure you that this is a legitimate kind of strike and has the 
blessings of all concerned. 

Saturday night is strike night, and this simply means that the backstage 
crew “‘strikes’’ the sets of the recently closed production. Armed with ham- 
mers, Saws, screw drivers and other tools of the trade, crew members quite 
literally strike with these implements at the flats, backdrops and other in- 
tegral parts of the sets, pulling, clawing and ripping them apart, taking care, 
however, to break the scenery down into basic units, disassembling it only. 
They then haul whatever is left off to the shop where the salvageable material 
will be recycled for future use. The stage is then completely cleared of every- 
thing connected with the just-closed production, and the crew starts to set up 
for the next show which will open Monday night at 8:30. Actually, they have 
just about 24 hours in which to get the stage ready, as a technical rehearsal 
usually is held Monday afternoon and doors must open, furniture must be in 
place, props ready for this important run-through. 

Often it is necessary to work well into Sunday morning; then after just a 
few hours rest, the crew is back at work again and will, if they have to, work 
straight through until early Monday morning. 

Although to an outsider, the Saturday night strike scene might resemble 
chaos, it is, in fact, well organized and each one knows just what to do and 
when to do it. As this is arduous work, there is always a well-earned pause for 
food sometime during the night, and the crew sits around the Green Room 
taking their break before tackling whatever is left to do. 

Those who occasionally come to watch this ‘‘striking’’ occurrence usually 
find themselves caught up in the spirit of it and join in enthusiastically as part 
of the act. 

So, as you watch this week’s production with its stunning set of the royal 
apartments, think back to last week’s hotel suite in Washington and imagine 
all the hard work that went into dismantling it before the curtain could rise 
on CROWN MATRIMONIAL.

EILEEN HERLIE (Queen Mary) star- 
red last season on Broadway oppo- 
site Rex Harrison in ‘‘Emperor 
Henry IV” as Countess Matilda, one 
more regal role in her vaunted gal- 
lery of women of magnitude, which 
have all contributed to Miss Herlie’s 
Surpassing great reputation in 
theatre. In recent years, it has been 
Broadway that has had the lion’s 
share of her presence, starting with 
her debut here as the vivacious 
Mrs. Malloy in Thornton Wilder’s 
‘“‘The Matchmaker” (a role she 
created in London) directed by 
Tyrone Guthrie, and in which she 
played for 488 performances.

Peter Ustinov, and in Mr. Ustinov’s 
comedy ‘‘Halfway Up A Tree,” in 
which she co-starred with Anthony 
Quayle. Sir John Gielgud then 
sought her out to play Queen Ger- 
trude in his memorable Broadway 





revival of ‘‘Hamlet,’’ starring 
Richard Burton. It was in Britain that 
Miss Herlie first made her reputa- 
tion. Of Scots-Irish ancestry, she 
was born in Glasgow and made her 
acting debut with the Scottish Na- 
tional Players in ‘““‘Sweet Aloes.’”” A 
tour of ‘‘Rebecca” brought her to 
London’s Ambassador Theatre and 
led to starring roles in ‘‘Peg O’ My 
Garton J neelittiescOxes, as Re- 
gina, and ‘‘The Corn Is Green” as 
Miss Moffat. With the Old Vic, she 
displayed a grand versatility with 
such roles as Queen Gertrude in 
“Hamlet,’’ Anna in ‘‘Anna Christie” 
and Lady Sneerwell in ‘‘The School 
for Scandal.’” On London’s West 
End she had additional triumphs in- 
cluding the Queen in ‘The Eagle 
Has Two Heads” for which she won 
the Ellen Terry Award, the title role 
in Robinson Jeffers’ ‘“Medea,” ‘‘The 
Second Mrs. Tanqueray,”’ and a sea- 
son of plays with John Gielgud in- 
cluding ‘“‘The Way of the World” 
and ‘Venice Preserved.’”’ Then came 
“The Matchmaker” in London and 
thence to Broadway. On American 
television, Miss Herlie’s bestknown 
performances were in George 
Keathley’s production of Shaw’s 
“Heartbreak House’ with Maurice 
Evans and Margaret Leighton, ‘’Au- 
tumn Garden” and ‘‘The Little 
Foxes.’’ In films she again gave a 
brilliant performance as Queen 
Gertrude to Laurence Olivier’s 
“Hamlet” and played leading roles 
in “Freud,” “Hungry Hill’’ and many 
more. Her most recent movie was 
Sidney Lumet’s production of ‘The 
Seagull’’ with James Mason and 
Vanessa Redgrave.

“Freud,” and “The Great Escape.” 
In television: ‘“‘The Man From 
CENT Cle be ss eLiese beaGcner, 
Teacher” for Hallmark Hall of Fame, 
“Houser’s Memory,’’ and the all- 
Star special of Christopher 
Isherwood’s adaptation of ‘Frank- 
enstein,’’ as well as numerous guest 
appearances on major television 
shows. He appeared on Broadway 
in ‘‘The Flip Side.’” He has recently 
starred with Robert Wagner in 
“Colditz’’ for the BBC and Universal 
in London, and has just directed an 
episode of the BBC’s ‘‘Explorer’”’ 
series in Morocco. He is married to 
Katherine Carpenter and they have 
a son, Peter. 








PATRICK HORGAN (The Duke of 
York) first appeared on Broadway 
opposite Gwen Verdon in ‘‘Red- 
head” and has since played on the 
New York stage in ‘‘Heartbreak 
House” with Maurice Evans, in ‘‘The 
Devil’s Advocate,” ‘‘The Importance 
Siepelieelaiicsi7a= = DeYOnUstie 
Fringe” and ‘Baker Street.’”

Dark Avenger.’’ Mr. Horgan was 
born of Irish parents in Nottingham, 
England.
